At the same time, tour or five 
times a day, the inflamed areas wen- 
washed with a hot solution of boric 
in the strength of four per cent. Be- 
teen the application of this lotion 
compresses were applied to the diseased 
parts, which had been wet with the 
b solution. Iu this way he 
ned to have been able to reduce 
the boils which had already formed, 
to do much towards preventing 
the other outbreaks. By this means 
he thinks it possible to avoid surgical 
intervention.

SAYS CHICKENS ARE GREAT GOSSIPS. 



Professor Asger Hamerik, the di- 
rector at the Peabody conservatory 
of music and tlie composer of Norse 
symphonies, has made the discovery 
that chickens have a language, which 
he, by careful attention and by ex- 
periments, has partially mastered. 
He says: 

' Chickens are tho greatest gossips 
in tho world. I know they have a 
language, for when one is alone it 
will not talk at all.

Their voices are 
sometimes sweet and then again 
harsh and discordant, as is tho case 
with human beings. I have discov- 
ered that they have very acute senses 
of vision, hearing and taste, but they 
cannot smell. Their sense of taste is 
excellently developed, and after eat- 
ing anything more than usually pal- 
atable they will give vent to an ex- 
clamation of pleasure, just as a per- 
son will say 'Ah," or something of 
that sort, under the same circum- 

"They aro peculiarly susceptible to 
irtain colors. Red almost drives 
i«m crazy, while blue is not to their 
liking by any means. I once had 
five Cochin China pullets to which I 
gave the names of Pete, Pet, Pat, Pit 
and Pot. Pete would respond readi- 
ly when her name was called, hut 
the others would come also with the 
exception of Pot, who would come 
only when I called her name. Pete 
would come when I called Pit, Pat and 
Pet, showing that she could not dis- 
tinguish closely between the vowels 
i, a and e short. There was such a 
difference between those and Pot 
that the latter would recognize her

Cainillo 
is supposed to die from consumption, 
and tho death comes from hemor- 
s I rhage of the lungs. The action of 
r tho body following hemorrhage of 
r the lungs has nothing dramatic 
1 | about it. If tho blood vessel which 
I breaks is veiy large, there may be a 
, I eemiconvulsion resulting from shock. 
Otherwise tho death comes from loss 
of blood that pours from the mouth 
or from strangulation— that is, the 
lungs fill with blood so that the suf- 
ferer cannot breathe. 

But such a death as this would not 
satisfy tho demands of tho stage or 
what are believed by many persons to 
be those demands, and we therefore 
see Camille in strong convulsions. 
There are many deaths on the stage in 
plays when tho cause of death is sup- 
posed to be heart disease. As a matter 
of fact there are a number of diseases 
of the heart, in the majority of 
which the person dies because the 
heart simply stops beating. When 
this happens, a real death is like 
nothing so much as a faint or syn- 
cope. Tho sufferer merely collapses, 
and the end lias come. 

About such deaths, however, there 
is nothing dramatic, and aqt^prs and 
actresses therefore generally choose 
to personate that form of heart dis- 

pectoris. In this disease there is the 
most intense pain conceivable, and 
those suffering from it not only man- 
ifest the intolerable character of the 
pain by walking up and down, by 
moaning or crying, by throwing 
the arms about mid sometimes by 
beating the chest with the clinched 
fist, but they often have convulsions 
in which all parts or limbs of thf» 
body aro violently distorted.

It is ordinarily believed that the 
effect of laudanum or of opium m 
any form is to put a person to sleep. 
Not only is this untrue of many peo- 
ple, but invariably the first effects of 
the drug are to enliven and excito 
the person taking it. 

When, then, you see the heroine 
in the dungeon swallow the contents 
of the bottle of laudanum and at 
once sink into a profound slumber, 
you are watching something that 
never yet took place. The secondary 
effect of opium on probably SO per 
cent of human beings is to put them 
to sleep, and as this effect is much 
more lasting than the first excite 
meut it has possession of the popular 
mind. The convulsions which so 
often follow the taking of poison on 
the stage may be produced by a com- 
mon poison — strychnine. Properly 
speaking, strychnine does not pro- 
duce convulsions in which there is a 
great and rapid movement of the 
limbs. The muscles of the back and 
the great flexor muscles of the legs 
and thighs are contracted into a sort 
of prolonged rigidity so that the suf- 
ferer is bent backward like a how 
and often is supported by his head 
and heels, the body being arched be- 
tween.

Sales on our market for tho week 
just closed, amount to 2,763 hhds., 
with receipts for the same period, 
2733 hhds. Sales on our market since 
January 1st. amount to 78,544 hhds. 
Sales of the crop of 1893 on our market 
to this date amount 78,892 hhds. 

We have had a firm and active 
market throughout the week for all 
grades of hurley tobacco in good con- 
dition. The reports which reach us 
from the country would indicate that 
a much larger per cent, of the crop 
had been transplanted than is usual at 
thiB time of tho year.
